BERLIN, Feb. 1.— (#® —After 
President ‘Von Hindenburg had dis- 
the reichstag tonight, Adolf 
Hitler, the new chancellor of the 
reich, issued a proclamation to the 
German people in which he announced 


his government would put through two 
four-year plans to effect the salvation 
of farmers and workers. ; 

Compulsory labor service and the 
establishment of farm colonies, the 
chancellor said, will constitute “the 
main pillars” of his program for ‘he 
reconstruction of the fatherland. 

New elections to replace the reichs~ 
tag dissolved by presidential decree 
were set for March 5. Between now 
and the day of the voting the govern- 
ment will go to the people in an ‘in- 
tensive campaign on the = slogan 
“Hindenburg and Hitler.” 

The president dissolye) the reichs- 
tag because of the failure of negotia- 
tions designed to bring about the sup- 
port, or at least the toleration, of the 
centrist party. which would have per- 
mitted the Hitler cabinet to command 
a majoriy. 

Much Violence. 

The stirring political events of the 
last few days—including the resigna- 
tion of the Von Schleicher government 
and the unexpected elevation of Hitler 
—have been reflected in reports of 
political violence coming from many 
parts of the reich. 

Since the national socialist leader 
became chancellor on Monday, 11 per- 
“sons have beemkilled and 44 wounded 
seriously enou to require hospital 
treatment. Most of these casualties re- 
sulted from clashes between commu- 
nists and nazis. In the last seven days 
20 persons have been killed and GO 
dangerously wounded.

Special Court Urged To 
Handle Reorganizations 
To Keep Carriers Out of 
Financiers’ Hands. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—()— 
Legislation to prevent the banks from 
dominating railroad reorganizations 
was urged today by the legislative 
committee of the interstate commerce 
Commission as one means of helping 
the carriers. 

The proposal was made to a senate 
judiciary subcommittee studying bank- 
ruptey reform; while a committee un- 
der the leadership of Senator Couzens, 
republican, Michigan, investigating 
Reconstruction ‘Finauce Corporation 
loans to the railroads, received testi- 
mony opposing a resolution to prohib- 
it further advances of this nature. 

The commission’s legislative gtoup 
pointed out what it considered as 
shortcomings in pending bankruptcy 
legislation and urged action to curp 
the power of the bankers over re- 
Organization of hard-pressed lines. 

Under existing conditions, it said, 
the bankers “seize the initiative in 
formulating reorganization plans’ 
and then “due to their financial pow- 
er and the inertia of the numerous 
widely-scattcred security holders they 
are usually able to select and domi- 
nate the committees which are formed 
to protect the intérests of the various 
classes of security holders.” 

“Hybrid” Proposals. 

The commission group's views were 

presented. in a 32-page letter signed 
by Joseph B. Eastman and character- 
ized both house and senate bankrupt- 
cy proposals as “hybrid.” 
The creation of a special court or 
a new department in the commission 
to handle railroad reorganization was 
recommended by the committee. 

This criticism of banking tactics

Chamberlain Says Brit- 
ish Will Not “Swap,” So 
Borah Declares Discus- 
sion Would Be Futile.

that Great Britain cannot expect debt 
adjustments withoyt providing com- 
pensations was issued tonight in re- 
sponse to Neville Chamberlain’s state- 
ment that Britain does not regard the 
approaching debt discussions as “a 
great swapping deal.” 


eign relations committee, sounded the 
keynote of the reaction on this side 
of the ocean with a formal statement 
that if Britain will not consider other 
world problems in connection with 
debts “we have no alternative but to 
stand by the debt settlement hereto- 
fore made.” 

Other powerful voices from both 
parties joined with Borah’s to empha- 
size the wide divergence of view with 
which the two nations, outwardly at 
least, are approaching the forthcom- 
ing conversations. ™ 

Congressional leaders were aroused 
particularly over Chamberlain’s state- 
ment that: “The conception of con- 
cessions by Great Britain in return 
for the scaling down of war debts is 
not a British conception.” 

No Agreement Seen. 

“If the Britisk come to the confer- 
ence in that frame of mind,” Senator 
Reed, Pennsylvania, republican, and 
Hoover administration spokesman, 
said, “I see no possibility of any con- 
clusion being reached that is accept- 
able to both nations.” 

Senator Walsh, Montana, demo- 
dent-elect Roosevelt’s cabir-t, said: 

“Apparently the English represent- 
atives are coming over to persuade 
us that it would be in our own in- 
terest to cancel or reduce the debts. 
My own judgment is that we are quite 
competent ourselves to reach a just 
conclusion in that matter.” 

“Without concessions there can be 
neither cancellation, revision, nor 
postponement,” Senator Watson, re- 
publican leader, said, while Senator 
Fess; republican, Ohio, commented 
that it apparently “is a one-sided con- 
tract in which the debtor only is to 
be considered.” 

Borah said if Chamberlain’s state- 
ment meant. Britain was unwilling to 
consider any question at the world 
economic conference other than debts, 
the conference should be called off. 

Adjustment Needed. 

“Mfr. Chamberlain,” he said, “speaks 
of its being ‘as much in the interest 
of the creditor nation as the debtor 
nation’ to adjust the debts. I am 
of the opinion that it is as much in 
the interest of one nation‘as another 
to adjust all these economic problems 
which stand in the way of the eco- 
nomie world recovery, and to reopen 
markets, to revive trade and com-

GEORGIANS SEEK 
PEACH CROPLOAN 


Production Aid of $20 an 
Acre Will Be Asked If 
Bill Is Signed. - 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—(4)—A 
plan under which orchard owners and 
operators would be extended crop pro- 
duction loans of $20 an acre will be 
presented to Secretary Hyde if Pres- 
ident Hoover approves the $90,000,000 
crop loan bill now awaiting his sig- 
nature. 

Senators George and Russell, Geor- 
gia democrats, today said they will 
present the plan for peach and other 
fruit growers to be given logns on the 
new basis instead of being classed 
with other agricultural producers. 
That was the basis last year and the 
maximum loan to any farmer was 
$400. Fe 

The senators called at ihe agricul- 
ture department today but Hyde was 
absent and Senator George said the 
proposal will be taken up personally 
with him later. 

Under the $400 maximum, large or- 
chardists obtained little government 
assistance last year, Senator George 
said. At least $20 an acre is neces 
sary to meet labor, spraying and oth- 
er costs of growing peaches, and $40U 
loans he said were inadequate to 
supply owners of orchards above 46 
acres with needed capitol. George said 
loans of $1,000 and more would be 
justified. 

The department, however, turned 
down similar proposals for other 
crops last.year, holding that it would 
be accused of discrimination if it did 
not treat farmers of all crops alike. 
The average of the 508,000 loans 
made last year was $126, and be- 
cause of an igcreased demand for 
funds expected this year, executives 
of the department's seed loan division 
have ‘considered recommending te 
Hyde that the maximum be reduced 
well below $400. 

The amouut which may be loaned 
to any farmer is subject to the de- 
cision of the secretary. Under the 
new bill he may require up to 30 per 


cent reduction in acreage as a condi- 
tion of the loan.

Deadlock on Finances 
Hinted as Bill Is Sub- 
mitted; Tag Measure in 
Senate Today. 


‘An appropriation bill calling for a 
total reduction of $4,600,000 in state 
expenditures during 1934 and 1935 
was submitted to the house Wednes- 
day. Although the bill was referred 
immediately to the house committee 
on appropriations, there was wide- 
spread comment upon it, some observ- 
ers forseeing a deadlock between the 
governor and ‘the legislature through- 
out the present session and ultimately 
a special session to care for the prob- 
lem of finances 

The bill calls for appropriations of 
$8,595,000 for each of the two years, 
approximately $2,300,000 under the 
appropriations for 1932 and :933. 

While the house was receiving the 
governor's recon:imendations on a':pro- 
priations, the senate was making the 

auto tag bill the firs'-order of vusi- 
ness for today. Immediateiy after 
convening this morning the upper 
branch of the assembly will take up 
the substitute of its motor vehicles 
committee, which calls for the flat 
rate of $3 on tags for all cars, instead 
of the sliding scale of from $3 to $15 
approved last week by the house. 

Education Department Slashed. 

The largest budget cuts were effect- 
ed in the state department of educa- 
tion, which, if the bill is approved, 
will operate on $1,066,250 less than 
was appropriated for 1932 and 1933. 
The board of regents, which operates 
the university system, was out from 
$1,900,500 to $1,000,000, and the 
board of control was out a total of 
$315,400, the state hospital at Mil- 
ledgeville being the heaviest sufferer, 
the bill calling for $1,000,000 a year 
instead of $1,200,000. as _ formerly. 


cut $50,000 a year. 

The major cuts recommended by 
the governor and State Auditor Tom 
Wisdom, who, with the chief execu- 
tive, composes the budget bureau, to- 
tal $2,332,150. Some of the smaller 
departments received increases and 
some decreases. The governor rec- 
ommended an increase of from $25,- 
000 to $30,000 for the executive de- 
partment and urged that an extra ap- 
propriation of $15,000 be added for 
one year to the building and grounds 
fund of $50,000 a year to repair the 
leaky roof of the state capitol.

GREAT BRITAIN WILL OPPOSE 
ANY COMMERCIAL “TRADES” 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—(4)—Britain’s 

clear-cut stand for settling the war 

debts without “swapping” economic 
concessions with the United States, or 
pledging return to ‘the gold standard 
except on definite conditions, was out- 
lined with outspoken frankness today 
by Chancellor of the Exchequer Ne- 
ville Chamberlain as the guest of the 

American Correspondents’ Association 

of London. ~ 

The British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer told the American writers he 
did not come to make a speech on war 
debts, and his talk dealt in the main 
with an analysis of the world economic 
depression, the solution of which, he 
said was largely dependent on the re- 
turn of confidence everywhere. 

But, following the British luncheon 
custom, the chancellor said he was 
willing to answer questions, and the 
reporters, availing themselves of a rare 
opportunity, shot them quick and fast. 

When the barrage was ended they 
rushed to the cables with the most 
comprehensive and authoritative dec- 
laration of the policy likely to be put 
forward by the British government 


during the forthcoming Washington 


discussions and the world economic 
conference that has as yet been made 
available here. : 

Not “Swapping Deal.” 

Ruling out any policy of looking on 
the Washington debt talks as a “great 
swapping deal.” Mr. Chamberlain 
said: 

“The conception of concessions by 
Great Britain in return for the scal- 
ing down of war debts is not a Brit- 
ish conception. 

“The British view is that these ob- 
ligations are not those of an ordinary 
debtor and creditor, but that adjust- 
ment is as much in the interest of the 
creditor nation as of the debtor.” 

He remarked that the trade agree- 
ments drawn up at the imperial eco- 
nomic conference at Ottawa last sum- 
mer “cannot be torn up” and empha- 
sized that those agreements tied the 
hands of the British government so 
far as any arrangements at Washing- 
ton can he concerned. 

The chancellor declared England 
cannot “contemplate with equanimity 
return to the gold standard until we 
are certain that it will work better 
than it did just before we left it. 
Great Britain believes in a stable in- 
ternational standard of value, but 
there are many conditions to be ful- 
filled before she returns to gold.” 

Four Conditions. 

He set forth these conditions: First, 
settlement of the war debts: second, 
lowering of trade barriers; third, mod- 
ification of the maldistribution of 
gold; fourth, settlement of disturbing 
world political problems or progress 
toward their solution.

Tariff Reduction, Stabili- 


zation of Currency Seen 
as “Trade” Basis.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Feb. 1.— 
(P)—Details of a plan for world-wide 
lowering of tariff walls and stabiliza- 
tion of currencies in exchange for war 
debts relief were worked out today 
by President-elect Roosevelt with Sen- 
ator Hull, of Tennessee, at his side. 

The arrival of the silver-haired sen- 
ator from Tennessee provoked a fresh 
outburst of conjecture about him for 


the cabinet, and he was listed by one 
of the cabinet-makers here for secre- 
tary of state. Before going to the 
“Little White House” Senator Hull 
would not talk. He spent the night 
here. 

As for the approaching war debts 
and economic meetings in Washington, 
President-elect Roosevelt rigidly main- 
tained his silence on what he has in 
mind. He is going -to play a lone 
hand and is keeping his thoughts care- 
fully shielded. 

However, he did laugh at newspa- 
per reports from abroad which stated 
he had discussed a three-year mora- 
torium with Ambassador Lindsay, of 
Great Britain. These and some other 
accounts were described in high quar- 
ters as “fairy tales.” 

The speeches today of Neville 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the Brit- 
ish exchequer, stating that England 
was not regarding her war debt as a 
bargaining proposition also brought 
no response here. 

But there is no doubt that Mr. 
Roosevelt intends to seek steps for 
world economic recovery in return for 
American relief to the European war 
debtors. 

Considerable doubt developed here 
today, however, about the world eco- 
nomic conference. It is understood 
the committee on program has ad- 
journed until April 25 and that it 
would be impossible to have the con- 
ference before May 25, at least. 

That is too late to fit in with the 
Roosevelt international program. The 
next debt payments of the European 
nations are due on June 15. 

Apparently he wants a full under- 
standing before that deadline date. 
His advisors ,|have been talking about 
a postponement for an unnamed pe- 
riod of the payments in return ona 
currency stabilization and tariff reci- 
procity. 

With his policies fully determined, 
the president-elect is now looking only 
for the men to help him carry them 
out and for the details that go with

Pinchots Hosts to Mrs. Roosevelt | 


At Dinner Costing Nickel a Plate 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 1.—(4) 
The future mistress of the White 
House tonight sat down with Gover- 
nor and Mrs. Gifford Pinchot and 
about 40 other guests at a nickel-a- 
plate dinner. | 

Mrs, Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
40-odd guests seated in the dining 
room at the executive mansion, rep- 
resenting a remarkable cross section 
of Pennsylvania politics, were fed at 
a total cost of $2.72, the governor ex- 
plained to the diners. 

The menu of the five-course dinner 
included black bean soup, sticks of 
cornbread, cabbage rolls stuffed with 
salmon and rice, hamburger steak in 
white cornmeal shells, spanich, apple 
and orange salad and ice cream. 

This food, enough to feed 75 per- 
sons, cost $2,72 with the exception of 
the ice cream. On the basis of the 
approximate 50 diners the governor 
estimated the cost per plate at 5 1-2 
cents. If there had been 75 diners 
he said the cost per plate would have 
been 8 1-2 cents. 

This is how it was done: 

Mrs. Pinchot bought the food from 
the community market at York, Pa., 
which supplies food free in balanced 
diet rations to jobless families. The 
food she purchased is the same issued 
weekly to the needy families. 

The market buys its food in whole- 


sale lots and is operated under direc- 
tion of the state emergency relief 
board, of which Governor Pinchot is 
chairman. 

From the market stocks Mrs, Pin- 
chot selected : 

Qne dozen eggs at 17 cents, 3 dozen 
oranges at 36 cents, six pounds of 
beans at 11.1 cents, five pounds of 
cabbage at 5 cents, 3 pounds of sal- 
mon at 25 cents, one pound of rice, 
3 cents; three pounds cornmeal, 3.2 
cents, ten pounds beef, 85 cents, five 
pounds onions, 5 cents, ten pounds 
spinach, 50 cents; five pounds apples, 
5 cents; two pounds lard, 11:5 cents, 
and three quarts milk, 15 cents.

In its report, the commission said 
confectionery chains showed the high- 
est gross margin of profit—49.3 per 
cent—while combination grocery and 
meat chains showed the lowest with 
19.3 per cent. 

“Drug chains,” it added, “average 
from 30 to 40 per cent gross profit, 
as do department store, dollar-limit 
variety, and most of the clothing and 
shoe chains. Among the grotps with 
gross profit average between 20 and 
30 per cent are dry goods, dry goods 
and apparel, general mechandise. meat. 
tobacco, hardware, $5 and unlimited 
price variety and men’s shoes.”

“Final Instructions” Sent 
by Tokyo to Delegation 
at Geneva. 


GENEVA. Feb. 1—(#)—The ef- 
forts of the League of Nations to deal 
with the Sino-Japanese conflict ap- 
peared to be approaching an acute 
crisis tonight with the receipt by the 
Japanese delegation of what they char- 
acterized as “final instructions” from 
Tokyo. 

News reports that the Japanese cab- 
inet was prepared for a showdown 
with the League assembly were sup- 
ported in Geneva by the grave view 
all parties concerned were taking of 
the situation. 

While officially withholding com- 
ment, the Japanese informally let it 
be known that they considered a break 
with the League to be almost inev- 
itable. 

It was understood in informed quar- 
ters that the “final instructions” from 
Tokyo called for reaffirmation of Ja- 
pan’s position that the State of Man- 
chukuo is an accomplished fact’ and 
that the justice of Japan’s policy in 
Manchuria must not be questioned. 

The Japanese delegation will hold 

a plenary meeting tomorrow morning 
to discuss its instructions and how 
to execute them. The feeling that Ja- 
tes if condemned in the report now 
eing drawn up for the assembly— 
which now seems almost certain—will 
withdraw from the assembly and per- 
haps from the League, is strong, but 
by no means unanimous. 


TOKYO EXPECTS ACTION 
WILL FORCE WITHDRAWAL 

TOKYO, Feb. 1.—(/)—A foreign 
office spokesman said today that “in 
view of the present atmosphere at Ge- 
neva’ it seemed likely Japan would be 
“compelled to withdraw” from the 
League of Nations, 

The government's relations with the 
League was the topic of an extraordi- 
nary meeting of the cabinet, after 
which Foreign Minister Baron Yasyua 
Uchida went to the palace and report- 
ed to the emperor. Subsequently he 
telegraphed instructions to the Jap- 
anese delegation at Geneva which were 
described as “very important” by an 
official spokesman. 

“It remains to be seen whether the 
League can survive Japan’s withdraw- 
al,” the spokesman said. ' “If it does 
survive it will be a greatly changed 
organization.” 


STEAGALL 1S BOOMED 
FOR TREASURY HEAD 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—(4)—The 
Evening Post says Senator Huey P. 
Long, of Louisiana is conducting a 
quiet campaign for the nomination of 
Congressman Henry B. Steagall, of 
Alabama, as secretary of the treasury 
in the Roosevelt administration. 

The Post quoted Senator Long as 
saying he had sent mimeographed let- 
‘ters to persons who had written him 
on financial subjects because “I get 
so many letters it is impossible for 
me to answer each one personally.” 

The paper adds that investigation 
has revealed that several thousand 
of these letters urged the recipients to 
“wire or write’ to President-elect 
Roosevelt urging the appointment of 
Congressman Steagall, who is chair- 
man of the house banking and cur- 
rency committee. 


M'FADDEN RENEWS 
ATTACK ON HOOVER 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—()—A 

renewed attack on President Hoover 
by Representative McFadden, repub- 
lican, Pennsylvania, was answered in 
the house today by another republic- 
an—Underhill, of Massachusetts— 
with the assertion that “Hoover needs 
no defense from me.” 
_ McFadden twice has attempted to 
impeach the president for his actions. 
principally in international affairs. He 
said that the people should know “the 
relationship between Montagu Nor- 
man (governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land) and the president of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

His speech was received with a 
scattering of applause. 
|. As McFadden left the chamber, Un- 
derhill pointed out that numerous fa- 
/mous presidents of the past had been 
“villified,” and added: 

“Hoover has been a saviour of lives, 
a humanitarian and not a demagogue. 
If the yardstick of abuse is usd as a 
measure of greatness, Hoover probably 
has had the greatest. abuse of any 
president and for that reason should 
be the greatest president.”

GREATEST PROSPERITY 
HAS BEGUN, SAYS FORD 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—(#)—The 
New York Times published today un- 
der a Detroit dateline a copyrighted 
interview with Henry Ford in which 
the famous automobile manufacturer 
declared that these are not bad times 
but good ones, and that we are on 
the threshhold of an _ inconceivably 
bright future. | 

While the Ford plants still lay idle 
because of the strike in the Briggs 
company’s factories, Ford gave a leis- 
urely interview at Detroit to The 
Times representative, Harold N. 
Denny. 

He said that it is the development 
of machines which will bring the 
bright new era and he smilingly dis- 
missed technocracy. 

“Technocracy seems 


to me mis- 


of technical experience in it. Its diag- 
nosis of present condition is partly 
correct, but when it assumes that 
present cenditions are permanent, 
when it forgets the fluid and progres- 
sive elements in life, it simply goes 
on the rocks. 
Life Pushes Out. 

“Life hag a funny way of pushing 
out where we least expect it. It breaks 
up all our diagrams. All that has 
happened now, as I see it, is that life 
has broken out. We had thought it 
nicely stabilized in certain financial 
and industrial patterns. People say 
something has broken down. I say 
that life has simply broken out. It al- 
ways does. 

“There will never be a technocracy 
in the sense of ruling mechanical oli- 
garchy, because life will not stand for 
3." 

An almost boyish smile lighted 
Ford’s face as he said: 

“The machine age is barely started 
now. In the real machine age which 
is to come the dirt and ugliness and 
confusion and noise and disregard of 
human rights which are all about us 
today will be done away with. This 
is only the ox cart stage of the ma- 
chine age. I wish I might live to see 
the real thing when it comes.” 

Although he declared no one knows 
ow when industry will pick up, he 
said : 

“This period that we are going 
through right now is the recovery. 
The bad times were back in 1929 and 
before. That was the real panic—that 
so-called prosperious period. Business, 
at bottom, never was so bad as it 
was in what we called boom times. 
The managers were off the job. Peo- 
ple weren't really working or really 
thinking. Now they are. We are seeing 
now the passing of an old era and the 
beginning of a new one better than 
anything the world has known be- 


fore.” 
Ford Enthusiastic. . 

Ford talked enthusiastically about 
his program to restore prosperity to 
the farmer by teaching him to pro- 
duce other commodities besides food- 
stuffs and of a system of decentralized 
industry, in which small, self-contain- 
ed communities scattered over the 
country will: be the units. 

Turning again to present conditions 
he said it “‘was exploiters who brought 
on this whole thing” and that “the 
workingmen have been exploited all 
the way up and down the line by em- 
ployers, landlords, everybody. 

“The exploitation went on clear up 
to the bankers. That is where all this 
bogus stock which ruined so many 
people came from, They brought on 
the depression by taking everybody’s 
money and putting it in one place 
where. people couldn’t get at it. Stop 
page of circulation means death every- 
where, 

“People will have to learn how to 
handle their currency. Now the bank- 
ers, who have all the money, seem to 
be the only people who know how to 
handle it.”

An increase of caution among the 
people of the United States in their 
daily pursuits is evidenced by! the 
report of the National Safety Coun- 
cil that the accident, death toll for 
4932 shows a decrease of approxi- 
mately 10,000 over the preceding 
year. In 1931 accidental deaths of 
all kinds totaled 97,415, but the 
figure for last year is placed by 
the safety council at approximately 
88,000. 

On the basis of this number of 
fatal actidents, the death rate for 
the year will be 70.5 per 100,000, 
the lowest since 1922. 

Deaths from accidental 
grew by leaps and bounds during 
the so-called ‘‘boom’’ period of eco- 
nomic prosperity. When the people 
of the country were both working 
and playing at a frenzied rate, the 
natural precaution of thé average 
man and woman in normal times 
was suppressed to a large extent. 

During these hectic years the 
people of the United States were 
willing to “take a chance,” not only 
on the stock markét, but they 
played equally fast and loose with life 
and limb in the search for greater 
wealth and new and more intense 
pleasures. ? 

Naturally, the death rate went up 
to a poim never before approxi- 
mated. It is not surprising that 
with the passing of the mania for 
speed In every pursuit of life that 
marked that period of furor and de- 

lirium, the death rate from acci- 
dental causes should show a 
marked decrease. 

“Especially is this indicated in the 

deaths from automobile accidents, 
29,500 resulting from highway 
crashes in 1932, as agginst 33,740 
in 1931. Deaths from other public 
accidents dropped from 20,000 to 
48,000, from industrial accidents 
from 17,500 to 15,000 and from 
home accidents from 29,000 to 
28,000. | 

Medford, Mass., a city of 64,300 
population, went through the year 
without a single death from an auto- 
mobile accident, while North Da- 
kota’s death rate from motor 
crashes of 8.8 per 100,000 was the 
lowest of any state. Nevada tops 
the list with 56.7 per 100,000 and 
California comes second with 39.9.

' GERMANY ON ARMS. 

-Germany’s renewal of her demand 
for increased armies, on the basis 
that the other signatories to the 
Versailles treaty have not lived up 
to the unwritten understanding to 
sharply reduce their armaments of 
all kinds, is not unreasonable. 

German spokesmen potnt out 
that the European nations are now 
spending more than $2,000,000,000 
a year for the purchase of war 
materials and the maintenance of 
their armed forces—a figure never 
before approximated in time of 
peace. Of this huge sum Great 
Britain is contributing $550,000,- 
000, France $475,000,000 and 
Italy $237,000,000, with Russia and 
the smaller countries joining in with 
the heaviest expenditures in war 
preparations in their existence. 

The Germans, especially, point to 
the fact that their arch enemy, 
France, “rémains armed to the 
teeth, the most military nation in 
Europe,” and insist that it is only 
justice that she should be permitted 
to increase her armies to a size that 
would permit the defense of her 
borders. 

The German position is made 
all the stronger by her argument 
that she constitutes the only real 
bulwark between sowiet Russia and 
the other nations of Europe. 

Despite the present acute con- 
dition of her financial affairs, France 
refuses to cut down on her arma- 
ments program and continues to 
pour hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars into the. fortifications she is 
building along her northern and 
southern borders and in the ex- 
pansion of her air, sea and land 
forces. 

Italy, in order not to be threat- 
ened with loss of dominance in the 
Mediterranean, has followed suit. 
Between the two, the French and 
Italians have caused England, in 
order to secure her supposedly nec- 
essary supremacy of the seas and 
to protect her own territory, to 
launch the greatest military spend- 
ing spree in the history of the 
world. 

Never has there been a more 
senseless spectacle than is present- 
ed by.this frenzied spending during 
a period when the whole world is 
suffering from the effects of an 
acute economic upset. 

What is needed is not that Ger- 
many be granted the right to in- 
crease her fighting and defense 
power, but that the nations of the 
world come to a realization of the 
folly of the armaments race now 
going on. 

The diversion of the $2,000,000,- 
000 now being spent for armaments 
into constructive channels would 
bring “sound and lasting economic 
recovery. Certainly, no plan to re- 
store worldwide prosperity will ef- 
fect a permanent cure of the present 
ills. that does not include the elim- 
ination of the senseless. waste in 
the huge appropriations for arma- 
ments.

A Javanese gentleman traveling in 
Europe told me that the depression 
had wrought great havoc among the 
people of the Dutch East Indies. This 
in itself is not surprising, for even 
the dwarf tribes in the middle of the 
African jungle are feeling the pinch. 
He added, however, that there would 
have been no depression among the na- 
tive races of Asia if they had never 
made the acquaintance of the west. 

This is more interesting and what's 
more, probably true enough. The de- 
pression is a world-evil because the 
system of production over the estire 


| world is one, interlocking, interdepend- 


ent arrangement. There are no more 
nations outside the western system of 
production and distribution, except 
soviet Russia, which is folowing a 
different cue on the inside, but which, 
after all, is still doing business with 
the rest of the world on a purely cap- 
italistic basis.. In other words, Rus- 
sia too feels the pinch. 

My Javanese informant saw rea- 
sons in the world situation to condemn 
the whole process of westernization. 
He said the peoples of Asia were 
happy and contented before the 
knew the west. Villages were self-suf- 
ficient and states could build walls. 
around their territory to keep strang- 
ers and invasions out and life went on 
a.good deal better than at present. 
The principle of making more and 
more «profits, which distinguishes 
Asiatic business from American and 
European, he said, has been the ruin- 
ation of the world.Asia will not set- 
tle down to peace and prosperity un- 
til we get rid of occidental interfer- 
ence, he added. 

The Javanese gentleman is no: 
alone in holding this view. In Japan 
there are several large groups of na- 
tionalists who claim similarly that 
western influence nas been nefarious 
to the east and they, too, advocate a 
retutn to the ways and customs oi 
their fathers. The cry “Asia for the 
Asiatics” lies at the bottom of this 
growing sentiment in the east. “What 
we have adopted in the way of west- 
ern civilization sits on our peoples like 
an ill-becoming veneer,” said the Ja- 
vanese. “We have aped the west, we 
orientals who had produced.a_ civ- 
ilization three and four thousand years 
ago have becon.e imitation-Americans. 
The result is that we have lost our 
own character and have b-cume weak- 
kneed and worthless peopies. ‘That 
the western nations can lord it over 
us is due to their possescion of bet 
ter weapons of force. The west did not 
conquer us because westerners were 
more intelligent. They simply had bet- 
ter firearms, that’s all. 

“In the end, the west will be ousted 
by the same means she conquered us 
with. We do not want to break off 
relations. Commerce and trade on 
equal terms .are acceptable to us. We 
want to exchange opinions with the 
west, but in the future we are going 
to: refuse to accept western civiliza- 
tion by imposition. We have a higher 
and better civilization of our own, one 
that grew out of the character of our 
peoples. That is the civilization of 
the east.” 

As a sample of the new oriental

HITLER EXPECTED

In Berlin an order was issued pro- 
hibiting all communist outdoor meet- 
ings and parades in the capital until 
further notice. 

Police feared the outbreaks would 


increase in intensity following Chan-. 


cellor Hitler's dissolution of the 
reichstag. 

At Homberg, police reports said 
three fascists and one policeman were 
shot and killed during an oaffray in- 
volving communists and fascists. 

At Luebeck, one nazi was stabbed 
to death during a clash with com- 
munists. 

One communist was reported killed 
during a fight at Velbert, when he 
and his comrades tried to lower the 
swastika emblem over -the local nazi 
headquarters there. 

Five communists were vounded 
when they clashed with police during 
a demonstration at Wanne-Eickel. 

At Wernigerode, in the Harz movn- 
tains to the south, several were wound- 
ed on both sides during clashes in- 
volving nazis and com.ntnists. The 
communists, lumber workers, were 
armed with axes and spades.

During the. past three vears. he said, 
the B. & O. has laid off 40,000 men, 
but still has 32,000 working full time. 
He predicted that by further econ- 
omies the road would be able to meet 
fixed charges this year. 

Willard testified there is no sink- 
ing fund back of an issue of Balti- 
more & Ohio bonds maturing in 1995, 
which drew an expression of amazeé- 
ment from Chairman Couzens, 

“How -stupid the public and insur- 
ance companies are to buy bonds ma- 
turing in 1995 with no sinking fund 
to pay them off,” he said, 

Adding that investors in such bonds 
were taking “an insane risk,” Cou- 
zens said he would not want his chil- 
dren to hold them. 

Willard said the creation of the Re- 
construction Corporation had been an 
act of “wisdom” and said suspension 
of loans at this time would be “most 
serious.” 

He revealed that with the aid of 
the corporation the B. & O is meeting 
a maturing %63,000,000 bond issue 
March 1 by paying half in cash and 
half in new bonds. 

Not Obsolete. 

“There is no basis for the asser- 
tion of the technocracy group that the 
railroads are obsolete,” Willard told 
the committee. “It is absolutely un- 
true.

Lump Sum Appropriation. 


In recommending the $1,000,000 
appropriation for the board of regents;

The 
regents, in their annual report, re- 
quested a lump sum appropriation but 
asked for $1,500,000. It is known that 
members of the board plan consolida- 
tion of several branches of the system 
in an effort to effect economies.

The reduced appropriations for the 
schools are expected to be the chief 
bone of contention during the debate 
on the bill. The bill was taken up 
by the appropriations committee and 
read at its session Wednesday after- 
noon but no debate was held on it. 

Governor's Message. 

The governor sent the following 

message to the house with the bill: 
_“To the General Assembly of Geor- 


gia: 

“I herewith submit the budget bill, 

proposing appropriations for the cal- 
endar years, 1934 and 1935. The total 
for each year, payable from general 
funds, is $8,595,000. 
““This total is a reduction of 34 
per cent from the total amount ap- 
propriated for the year 1931 and of 
21 per cent from the total amount 
appropriated for the year 1932. 

“General fund revenue for 1932 was 
$9,792,699.98, which was 14 1-2 per 
cent less than for 1931, and I think 
that the best that can be offered as 
to an estimate of revenue for the nex? 
three years is to say that at least 10 
per cent or 12 per cent margin under 
1932 receipts should be maintained 
and then with the provision in the 
general appropriation act for reducing 
appropriations to a sum within the 
revenue receipts each year, the state 
government will be protected against 
an increase in the deficit. 

“The budget bill submitted here- 
with endeavors to fairlysdistribute the 
funds, probably available in cash, ac- 
cording to my conception of the needs 
and importance of the services ren- 
dered by the governmental agencies; 
and, the sums proposed are, I be- 
lieve, about the minimum on which 
the agencies can operate under the 
present organization set up. 


Many Services Affected. 


“Many activities and services of 
state agencies, while they may be of 
great public benefit when they can 
be afforded, must of necessity be sus- 
pended for the duration of the eco- 
nomic conditions now on us, and state 
agencies must concentrate on the 
services’ of greatest benefit to the 
state. 

“Education, primary and secondary, 
makes up considerably over half the 
budget. 

“Is is a matter of keen regret that 
the common schools cannot be treated 
more generously at a time when in 
the rural sections their local income 
is so greatly impaired, but it is sheer 
folly to set up a sum for them in 
‘he appropriation act which we all 
know the state cannot pay. 

“Tt will be noted that lump sum 
appropriations: are proposed for the 
various units wherever practicable. I 
am firmly convinced that the con- 
trolling heads of departments and in- 
stitutions can more efficiently and 
economically administer their respec- 
tive departments and institutions if 
they are not too greatly réstricted and 
directed as to how their funds shall 
be distributed. 

“Your attention and careful con- 
sideration is directed to Sections 27 
and 28 of the bill. 

Elimination of Allocations. 


“Section 27 has for its purposes 
the elimination of allocations fixed 
by law and in lieu granting fixed 
sum appropriations. This section ap- 
plies to some half dozen departments, 
but adds only one to the number han- 
died in like manner in the 1931 ap- 
propriation act. 

“In my opinion these and many 
others of the 40 or more minor alloca- 
tion laws should be amended by re- 
pealing once for all the allocation pro- 
visions. 

“Seation 28 undertakes to take toll 
from the major revenue allocations of 
3 per cent for general government ex- 
penses, which is now borne by the 
general funds. 

“If the general policy of allocating 
three-fourths of the state revenues to 
special uses is to continue, then it is 
only fair that these funds bear a part 
of the cost of general government of 
legislation, litigation and general ex- 
écutive control. 

“I am apprehensive that the revenue 
from cigar and cigaret tax will not be 
sufficient to pay pensions at $30 per 
month, on account of the expiration of 
the 20 per cent rate this year.

PRICES NEED CUT 


Killed Golden Goose by 
Not Adjusting Game 
to Conditions.

In the minor leagues,:I can find 
much wrong with baseball. The de- 
pression hit them earlier than it did 
the majors and struck harder. Minor 
league history shows it is a fair- 
weather organization, flourishing in 
times of prosperity, and when the 
horizon is free of war clouds. 


The brotherhood war of 1890 al- 
most wiped out the minor leagues of 
that period. The minors were rocked 
by the Spanish-American War 
they were the Belgium of the Na- 
tional-American fight of 1901-1902. 
The Federal league war of 1914-1915 
again raised havoc with them. They 
still were reeling when the nation 
plunged into the World War in 1917. 
Peace was followed in 1919 by a 
period of prosperity, an era of sums 
as high as $100,000 for minor league 
players, of big plants and high 
salaries. 

Then came the depression. In its 
first year the minors tried to meet 
conditions with night baseball....At 
the start it was fairly successful, 
especially in. some localities. But it 
proved a fad. Baseball, essentially, is 
a game connected with sunlight. . 


ONLY A DOZEN. 


Last year was hard, and only about 
a.dozen leagues limped through their 
respective schedule. Even the class 
AA circuits were hit. The Pacific Coast 
league, which played to 2,250,000 in 
1928 and dreamed of becoming a third 
major league, dropped last season to 
975,000. 

A year ago Judge Bramham, of 
Durham, N. C., was appointed head 
of an executive committee to look into 
the woes of the minors. Judge Bram- 
ham, at one time president of four 
minor leagues in the south, made an 
investigation. Since then he has he- 
come president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Professional Baseball! 
Leagues the governing body of the 
minors. I asked Judge, Bramham for 
his expression on what is wrong with 
baseball. 

“My answer is, the same that was. 
and is, the matter with other busi- 
ness—plus two or three causes 
peculiar to the game,” Judge Bram- 
ham said. 

“In the first instance, it is the lack 
of funds on the part of patrons of the 
game, The necessities of life have first 
call upon the purse. 

“The next is one peculiar to base- 
ball and can be best described as 
‘Ponzied operation.’ Boosting salaries 
and plant expansion took place during, 
and immediately following, the war. 
Admission prices stood still. 

“‘When other businesses turned to 
adjust and balance their budgets, base- 
ball refused to take heed. Instead of 
taking its medicine in the most pleas- 
ant and effective way—gradually and 
in broken doses—it has to take it all 
during the 1931-1932 seasons. 

“Selfishness also has contributed 
to minor league tribulations. A 
league, like a chain, cannot be 
stronger than its weakest link. Player 
and «salary limits, schedules, _ ete., 
must be adopted by taking into con- 
sideration the needs of the weakest 
city. 

“However, 1933 finds the game not 
only well purged but convalescent, far 
more sane, and in position to gain 
strength rapidly.” 

DRAFT HURT THEM. 

This is a clear expression of what 
is wrong with baseball, particularly 
the minors. Judge Bramham speaks of 
“Ponzied. operation.” I believe one of 
the troubles with the minors was the 
big sums they received for such play- 
ers as Grove, Kamm, O’Connell, Cis- 
Grove and Kamm 
each brought $100,000; O’Connell and 
Cissell $75,000 and Bentley $65,000. 
The minor league owners thought this 
kind of money would roll in forever 
and based their operations accord- 
ingly. — 

They built such restrictions around 
the draft that they practically killed 
drafting. The present scale of draft 
prices is $7,500 in Class AA, $6,000 in 
Class A, $4,000 in Class B, $2,500 
for Class °C and $2,000 for Class D. 
Twenty years ago, before there was 
a Class AA, the Class A draft price 
was $1,000. 

Before a player now can be draft- 
ed, a Class AA’ man must have had 
four years of minor league experi- 
ence, a Class AA man three years, 
and Classes B and © two years. As 
a result, last fall when minor league 
clubs could have made good use of a 
few checks for $7,500 or less, the big 
leagues did practically no drafting. 

All baseball today must meet much 
more competition in the way of rival 
sports and amusements than it did a 
generation ago. This especially ap- 
plies to the leagues which formerly 
operated in cities of 50,000 and less.

absence of league baseball. 


CAMPBELL BACK 
ON FLORIDA SOIL 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 1. 
(P)—Still weak and shaky from ua 
recent attack of influenza, Sir Mal- 
colm Campbell, noted British sports- 
man, returned to Florida tonight 
to seek a new land speed record. 

Campbell said he hoped to be well 
entirely in a few days but declined to 
estimate what speed he expects to 
attain. He added, however, he ex- 
pects to break his present record of 
253 miles an hour.

Campbell said he hoped to take 
the car on to the beach in the next 
few days for.test runs but he didn’t 
expect he would be ready -to make a 
trial for record until about February 
10, the day the trials are to open. 

The car arrived at Daytona Beach 
Monday,’ accompanied by a group of 
British mechanics.

LARGE CROWDS. 

Anderson pointed out that Ogle- 
thorpe.and Auburn. played before one 
of the largest crowds to ever witness. 
a:game at Auburn when the Dixie 
race was going into the stretch with 
several teams battling for the cham- 
pionship. 

In competition with several other 
events at Athens, Oglethorpe and 
Georgia played before more than 1,000 
spectators in each of a two-game se- 
ries. 

Several of the Tech games at the 
Rose Bowl brought out a real show 
of the old enthusiasm, The students 
were turning out and a gradual re- 
vival was taking place. And then the 
league quit functioning and the game 
took a temporary setback. 

To place college baseball in the 
south on a sound basis and thus re- 
turn it to the place where it belongs 
among major sports, Coach Anderson 
clings to the league idea, 

PUBLICITY. 

“Publicity, meaning standings and 
averages in the papers, so that the 
public and students can follow the 
progress of their favorite teams— 
that’s one of the real things that 
would bring college baseball back,” 
said Coach Anderson. 

“America loves a champion, When 
college teams play independently it can 
only be a heterogeneous proposition. 
Mass play is excellent for the play- 
grounds, but in college baseball the 
public wants a champion and it wants 
to. be able to keep up with the race 
on the printed page,’ Anderson con- 
tinued. 

“Coach Alexander, Jeromé Stegeman 
and others did a great thing for the 
game when they organized the Dixie 
league. I think it a pity some method 
couldn’t have been devised whereby the 
league could have continued to func- 
tion. I hope to see another league 
organized next year.” 

Coach Anderson pointed out that a 
good high school player could enter 
college and with the right coaching 
prepare himself for a career in the 
major leagues. 

OTHER COMMENT. 

Other veteran baseball men have 
pointed out that college baseball in 
California was a hif-and-miss affair 
until 1929, when a league was organ- 
ized. A real revival took place. New 
baseball fields were. constructed, the 
students became interested. ‘The game 
was given publicity. and. college ball 
flourished, It is still in a sound con- 
dition on the Pacific coast. 

Still others point out that more 
boys are playing the game than ever 
because of the fine programs spoun- 
sored by the American Legion. Cur- 
tailing of baseball in favor of other 
sports in high schools is diminishing 
the number of preps playing, but steps 
are being taken to remedy this. 

It is recognized to be a fact that 
wherever you find a veteran baseball 
man as coach of a college there you- 
will find a high interest in the game.

. "WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—()—A 
shout for action to free congress from 
a chaotic condition slowly strangling 
legislation for which the country is 
clamoring stirred the senate today to 
strike huge sums out of appropriation 
bills, but the road ahead tonight re 
‘mained uncertain. 

The entire $19,000,000 proposed in 
Ahe treasury-postoffice appropriation 
bill for maintenance of the air mail 
service was thrown overboard on one 
vote, 39 to 35. This was followed im- 
mediately by a proposal that the heads 
of the two departments cut a flat 5 
per cent off whatever congress ap- 
propriates for them, but the attempt 
was defeated by the chair ruling it 
out of order. 

The house chipped away at the bil- 
lion-dollar appropriation bill for inde- 
pendent offices, most of it for vet- 
erans; without prospect that any big 
cuts would get across. 

While they worked and debated, the 
members gga the big farm re- 
lief program, the bankruptcy reform 
bill and other projects of like impor- 
tance, virtually were abandoning hope 
of getting anywhere. Almost every- 
thing was being thrown over to the 

* special session. 


The gloomy prospect stirred Senator 
La Follette, republican, Wisconsin, to 
an impassioned appeal for day and 
night work beginning next Tuesday, 
with a systematic program calling for 
action from 11 to 5 o'clock on appro- 
priation bills and from 5 to 10 o'clock 
on a selected list of bills; unemploy- 
ment relief, prohibition repeal, beer 
Jegalization. 

A little later, Senator Tydings, dem- 
ocrat, Maryland, told the “members 
that unless economy was effected this 
congress: would “crucify Governor 
Roosevelt on a cross of governmental 
extravagance.” 

The sevate responded by killing the 
air mail funds, 

The leaders of the farm committees, 
gradually giving up hope of enact- 
ing any important measures, concen- 
trated on the chances of an emergency 
mortgaxe relief bill. 

The bankruptcy relief legislation 
passed by the house Monday was in 
danger after the interstate commerce 
commission put forward objections to 
the railroad reorganization features, 
and Senator Hastings, republican, Del- 
aware, said he doubted it could get 
through, despite the enormous pres- 
sure for it, unless agreement was 
reached on scores of details. His ju- 
diciary subcommitte intended to over- 
haul if. 

Prospects for unemployment relief 
legislation were no better. 

The house was relatively clear of 
the jam. It has acted rapidly on 
many bills. Only the tariff question 
forced forward by the organized re- 
publjcan minority with the aid of 
democrats from industrial territory 
confronted it with uncertainty.

SHOWS HELP GIVEN. 
TO 148,833 FAMILIES 


Reports from the national head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross, 
as announced by Stone J. Crane, gen- 
eral field representative, who has re- 
turned to Atlanta’ from Washington, 
D. C., show that in the 159 counties 
of Georgia 1932 applications for aid 
were received from 148,833 families.

CHANNEL STEAMER

DOVER, England, Feb. 1.—()—

Factories Return to 
Full-Time Basis. 


DETROIT, Feb. 1.—()—Trucks 


which the Briggs Manufacturing Com- 
pany said were delivering parts for 
the Ford Motor Company were raided 
in the streets today by men who, po- 
lice said, were members of the 6,000 
Briggs employes who went on strike 
a week ago. 

Two trucks were set upon by the 
men as the drivers moved from the 
company’s Mack avenue plant. A mob 
of 300, police reported, scattered the 
contents of one truck into the street 
before police intervened, while at an- 
other location a few menehalted a 
truck in the streets and pulled the 
driver from his cab. They were dis- 
persed. before they damaged the con- 
tents, . 

The Briggs Company, however, de- 
they were “in full production” 
gain after the week-long strike which 
forced the Ford factories to suspend 
when their supply of auto bodies was 
cut off. Ford officials said they were 
awaiting word from Briggs officials 
as to a definite schedule of produc- 
tion there before deciding when they 
will re-open their factories throughout 
the country. 

As the Briggs Company announced 
its returm to production, police, aided 
by federal and county officials, began 
an investigation of what, if any, com- 
munist agitation was involved in the 
strike, — : 

More than a score of ‘men have been 
arrested since the strike began. Among 
them is Philip Raymond, one-time 
communist candidate for mayor of 
Detroit. 

The strikers’ committee denied em- 
phatically that communist influences 
were behind the strike. 

Norman Thomas, socialist candidate 
for president at the last election, ad- 
dressed a group of strikers in a dance 
hall this afternoon and said that -he 
had found the Briggs wage system 
“the rottenest system of wages in the 
United States.” 

: He-said he had seen workers’ checks 

showing. earnings of 60 cents a 
week,” 

Deductions for what was termed 
“dead time” precipigated the walkout. 
The company later offered a guaran- 
teed base wage, but the men declined 
to return unless accorded recognition 
for a “shop committee.” This the 
Briggs Company refused.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—(4)—A 
stock market that had been rather 
impervious to recent news generally 
branded as unfavorable, finally bent 
today under a few dividend changes 
and the assumption in speculative 
quarters that other revisions might 
follow. 

Wall Street had been quite prepared 
for yesterday's action by the U. 8. 
Steel directors, but the financial com- 
munity was caught a bit off balance, 
apparently. by omission of the Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey 25 cent quar- 
terly extra, which had been regarded 
as a fixture. 

Also, Drug cut its payment to 75 
cents from $1 and the cumulative ef- 
fect was a little too much for pro- 
fessional traders, 

Numerous net losses of 1 to 5 points 
measured Wall Street's mood of the 
moment. Selling, which pushed volume 
up to 1,189,740 shares, was cuoncen- 
trated in the afternoon dealings. Final 
quotations were around bottom. 

U. 8. Steel's senior shares, off 4 1-4 
points on the first transaction, stiffen- 
ed a trifle, then extended their early 
dip to about 5 points. New Jersey 
Standard had an extreme break of 4 
1-4 and closed 3 7-8 lower. Drug lost 
a point. American Telephone took a 
8 5-8 point tumble, cutting that drop 
to 2 3-4 net. General Motors and Du 
Pont were soggy. 

Rails, on the whole, did reasonably 
well. New York Central and Union 
Pacific sagged a point, but otherwise 
changes were largely fractional for the 
carriers and some closed higher. 

Utilities showed decided heaviness. 
American Tobacco “B”" dropped 3, U. 
S. Steel common 1 1-2 and Westing- 
house, American Can, and Case, from 
a major fraction to about 1 1-2. 

German -bonds broke sharply on 
political news from Berlin, but the 
, mark was very steady. 

Mid-week trade news offered a two- 
point rise in steel production to 19 
per cent of capacity, still a «ery un- 
profitable basis but a substantial re- 
covery from December's low of 12 to 
13 per cent. Also, scrap prices have 
firmed, though the same cannot he 
said for the trend of finished products.

Community Enterprise Aids 
-Bulloch Planters Defeat 
*Depression. 


STATESBORO, Ga., Feb. 1.—The 
first farmer-owned-operated meat cur- 
ing plant in the United States, now 
being successfully nearest in the Stil- 
son community of Bulloch county, is 
proving a poiicy against depressior 
and is enabling its shareholders to 
live-at-home. 

In the early fall of 1932 these farm- 
ers began to worry about the coming 
meat-curing season—as hogs were less 
than three cents per pound on foot 
and the commercial curing. plants 
were charging around three cents per 
pound for a sugar cure. Through co- 
operation with the Georgia agricul- 
tural extension service plans’ were 
drawn up for a community plantpfhe 
Ivanhoe community, under the 1éider- 
ship of J. W. Davis, immediately sub- 
scribed enough money to build a small 
plant. Then this community invited 
the Stilson farmers to come in on the 
proposition, which was accepted. 


After raising money enough for a 
20,000-pound capacity plant, the bank 
in which the mo was deposited 
closed. As the bank also cramped the 
shareholders, their gonclusion was that 
if they ever needed something to save 
a living at home it was now, so they 
proceeded with plans to put the plant 
down. 

This plant, known as the Briar 
Patch meat curing plant, has just 
been filled to capacity with an addi- 
tional 5,000 pounds of meat packed in 
any surplus room the building might 
possess and the results: indicate that 
the project is enjoying success. 

The corporation has its board of di- 
rectors and is run just as any other 
business. These directors elected Har- 
ley Warnock, a shareholder; as man- 


ager of the plant for this .season.
